Ruark Visits Slums In 
Rio de Janiero

Rio de Janeiro— It may 
be of 
some interest to 
the 
American 
millions, 
who 
dislocate 
their 
spines to the beat of latin rhythm 
that the Samba, bounciest of all 
t h e 
imported 
turkey-trots, 
is 
born and reared 
in 
a 
series 
of 
slums that 
sur­ 
pass 
anything I 
ever saw, 
in­ 
cluding casbahs’. 
Garish, 
gaudy 
Rio 
is 
highly 
sensitive 
about 
its 
favelas, 
or 
squatter-villages 
which m ake 
an 
ugly 
smear 
on 
the 
candy-box 
beauty 
of 
the 
‘ marvelous city.” The favelas are 
unlike 
our 
depress ;on-day

not 
piano-crate 
suburbs 
in 
their 
jungle -like simplicity 
of archi­ 
tecture, unbeautifully devoid 
of 
sanitation. Some 200,000 
people 
live in them, making this slum 
the fifth largest city in Brazil. 
The favela I visited was Man- 
gueira, one of the 
largest, 
and 
home-site of the champion Samba 
teams. Mangueira is pitched 
on 
the side of a steep hill, with the 
shanties tacked 
precariously 
to 
its 
sharply 
sloping 
face. 
The 
houses, if you can call them hous­ 
es, are huts of mud wattles, ham- 
mered-flat. 
gasoline 
tins, 
and 
scraps of wood. 
Naked Babies Playing 
Scrawny chickens picked away 
in slimy pools cf refuse, and nak­ 
ed black, brown, yellow and off- 
white babies played everywhere. 
Nobody knows just 
how 
many 
poor folks live in each 
favela. 
The people 
just 
come 
there, 
throw up a shanty, and remain 
until the owner of the land, the 
police or the state kicks them off. 
At night, thousands of tiny fires 
sputter and wink on the hill. You 
can hear the throb of the drums, 
talking to old, 
half-remembered 
African Gods. Here 
they 
dance 
Die Macumba, the voodoo dance, 
and here the Sambas you hear in 
the glittery New York gin 
mills 
are born in the brains of black 
men who scuff 
catskin 
drums 
with the horny heels 
of 
their 
harris. 
There was a time when there 
w a s a lot of shootin’ and cut tin’ 
in the favelas, but some 
of the 
jungle fierceness of the peonle has 
rubbed off, and police raids grow 
loss and less frequent. The fave- 
las are still no place, however, for 
a stranger to wander alone—es­ 
pecially on the feast nights when 
they are 
passing 
the 
caxachu 
bottle around; and the drums are 
bubbling in the blood, 
It there is a single 
concerted 
community effort in these slums, 
it is in the weeks previous to the 
annual “Carneval”, when the peo­ 
ple make a Mardi Gras, and there 
is competition for the best Samba 
songs and dances. They have an 
Escola 
de 
Samba—A 
Samba 
academy— in Mangueira, the only 
real building in the village. There 
they practice feverishly, and the 
people of Mangueira win monot­ 
onously. 
Ragged and Happy 
Oddly, to me, there is no atmos­ 
phere of sadness, of conscious de­ 
gradation, of despair in this com­ 
munity of physical 
misery. 
The 
people may wear rags, but they 
laugh and sing. The young boys 
play a kind 
of 
soccer 
in 
the 
sketchy, littered alleys, and the 
women jabber merrily around the 
public fountain. There is no odoi 
of 
poverty—even 
though 
the 
place is filthy. There is a general 
jubilance, at great variation from 
the somberness of Buenos 
Aires 
and the cold, 
gritty 
towns 
of 
Chile and Peru. 
It is, of course, the influence of 
the Negro slave again, for there 
is little m errim ent in 
the 
pure 
Spaniard, the Portugese, 
or 
the 
Indian. Rio’s languor, its humor, 
its 
careless 
gaiety 
and 
warm 
charm is more the property of the 
African than of the original set­ 
tlers. It is reflected in the music. 
as the pure Spaniard’s dolor crops 
out in the tango, most dismal of 
all music. The 
Brazilian 
Samba 
says that the subject’s lot may be 
low, but w hat the hell, the sun is 
hot, clothes are unnecessary, most 
women are faithless, anyhow, and 
a man can always pick a banana 
steal a chicken, or find 
another 
dame. 
The cost of 
living 
in 
Rio is 
mountainous, but it seems to have 
dug no ditch in the leisurely en­ 
joyment of that living bv all its 
peoples, rich and poor. They fro­ 
lic in the sugary 
sand 
of 
the 
beaches, open to everybody, and 
they walk alone with a sort of 
Samba roll, a Samba kick. The 
whole feeling of Rio is in 
th 0 
walk of its citizens. 
They 
ain’t 
goln, nowhere, special, but goin 
there Is lots of fun.

About Walleye Fishing

(In Milwaukee Sentinel) 
Walleye iishin’ — the lines 
of 
which you’ve probably read about 
but never experienced—is going 
on full blast right now in the Rap­ 
id ver—Gladstone-Escanaba areas. 
And it’s fishin’ de luxe too. 
You can troll with a motor and 
take things easy. The only 
chore 
requiring manual labor is 
taking 
the fish oil the hook. When you 
hit a school it’s all hands on deck, 
with everybody yelling lor the net 
at the same time. 
The lish run to fair size— from 
a pound and a half to three 
and 
better, although larger 
ones 
are 
Irequently taken. Limits are m ere­ 
ly a question of time. At least 
that's the way they were 
hitting 
when I gave it my 
first 
try 
in 
what turned out to be one of the 
greatest fishin’ 
surprises 
of 
my 
life. 
"I 
I got wind of all this when I was . 
at the Gladstone log rolling cham ­ 
pionships last July. The boys were i 
leling me how easy it was to pick ; 
up walleyes and, while 
I 
didn’t 
have much time then to give it a 
work out, the 
catches 
convinced 
me it wasn’t a fluke. 
Clinched in novem ber 
The clincher was 
not put 
on, 
however, until I 
covered 
Michi­ 
gan’s deer season at Rapid 
River 
last November. At that time H ar­ 
ry Buchman, who runs a general 
siore here, and Herman Stenlund, 
known as the champion 
walleye 
angler in these parts, made 
me 
promise to come up this summer. 
Herman said at that time that he 
could take me out 
and 
catch 
a 
limit in two hours, 
but that we 
would have trouble with freezing 
lines. Anyway, I passed it up until 
ibis year. 
A few days back I got 
a 
call 
from Harry. ‘‘They’re hitting,” he 
said. ‘‘And if you’ll 
run 
up I ’ll 
show you some 
fishing 
that 
IS 
fishing.” 
I passed the word along to some 
of my Milwaukee friends, and it 
wasn't long before the 
returning 
anglers were telling about “limits 
in an hour” and all that 
sort 
of 
stuff. 
So when Dr. Millard Tufts and 
George Luhman, two well known 
Milwaukee sportsmen, said “ We’re 
headin’ for Hie 
walleye 
country 
and you have been named a p art­ 
ner,’ that was it. 
When we arrived in Efipid Riv­ 
er, H arry had everything arrang­ 
ed and Herman was on hand with 
his boat (one he made himself and 
a dandy.) 
Within 
a 
m atter 
of 
minutes we were on the 
way 
to 
the mouth of the Whitefish River 
where some of tile 
best 
walleye 
grounds are located. 
Herman put a damper on things 
when he said: 
“It doesn’t look any too good to­ 
day. 
This cold 
wind 
usually 
knocks fishing into a cocked 
hat 
for a few days.” We 
thought 
it 
was just another case of being too 
late, too early, the 
weather 
too 
warm, water this or that or some­ 
thing else. 
But it didn’t turn out that way. 
We returned at noon with a beau­ 


tiful string. 
Our next stop 
was 
at 
New- 
m ann’s south of Escanaba, where 
we were the guests of Herb Nor­ 
ton, Escanaba business 
man, 
at 
his beautiful lodge on the bay. We 
took a short swing 
around 
with 
some of his friends, officials from 
the Chicago branch of Ford 
Mo­ 
tors and John 
Asbury 
of 
New 
York, among others. 
It was the same here. 
Nobody 
tried very hard but 
taking 
fish 
was merely putting out the lines. 
They really 
didn’t 
start 
to

here, however, until

down. With a

prepared by Herb’s famous 
chef, 
awaiting us, you can imagine that 
the “come and get it” didn’t need 
a second call.

use of a double gable extending at 
right angles to the main roof gives 
a pleasing variation to the 
front.

The kitchen 
is

planned, 
with sink and

In one corner of 
the room a built-in 
dining 
nook 
has a table equipped with a slide 
extension designed to seat six per­ 
sons.

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Timber Wolves Still 
Howling In Peninsula 


B Y EDWARD H. MATTSON 
Newberry, Mich.— There will be 
wolf-howling in the city of Sault 
Ste. Marie during 
the 
week 
of 
June 20-26 at the big sportsmen’s 
pow-wow 
when 
the 
so-called 
practical wildlife 
students 
meet 
the Professors 
face 
to 
face 
to 
argue out a 
comparatively 
new 
angle in the Michigan wildlife pic­ 
ture. The 
professional 
scientists 
wish to save the Michigan timber 
wolf from 
complete 
extermina­ 
tion. They believe that wolf is 
a 
valuable backdrop in the Michigan 
wildlife picture. As a 
first 
step 
toward saving the wolf, the scien­ 
tists sugest the removal 
of 
state 
bounty on wolves. 
Game Shortage Claimed 
The practical boys, on the other 
side of the fence, want a higher 
state 
bounty 
to 
encourage 
the 
trappers to completely 
wipe 
out 
the wolf. They insist that the wolf 
has already outlived his days 
of 
usefulness in the Michigan woods. 
They point 
out 
that 
there just 
isn’t the game in 
Michigan 
any 
longer for bbth the wolves and the 
increasing 
number 
of 
hunters. 
That every w olfs toll of seventy- 
live deer a year must be saved tor 
the hunters. 
They say, that we cannot afford 
to feed the wolf just for scienti­ 
fic purposes any more 
than 
we 
could today 
feed 
the 
passenger 
pigeons, the buffaloes, or tne wol­ 
verines. 
The practical boys point out that 
there still are 
plenty 
of 
timber 
wolves in Michigan to reestablish 
their number, if not controlled, to 
a point where they 
could 
clean 
out the deer in remote backwoods 
areas. The areas are hard to reach 
by the hunters, are good 
refuges 
for deer. And the boys predict, that 
when the present lumbering boom 
peters out, big areas in Michigan 
Will again revert to wild or semi- 
wild stage, 
producing 
favorable 
habitat for wolves. 
Trappers Arp Divided 
The trappers, whom the bounty 
payments would affect, 
seem 
to 
belong to two schools of 
reason­ 
ing. Many are crying 
for 
higher 
bounties. Some of the older hand, 
who like the writer have observed 
the habits of wolves over a couple 
of scores of years, and have tried 
trapping wolves for 
bounty, 
are 
not too interested in wolves from 
a 
commercial 
viewpoint. 
This 
writer has 
not 
made 
expenses 
trapping wolves, nor does he know 
of anyone in Michigan who 
has. 
And my experience goes back to 
the old 35 dollar bounty days when 
the 35 dolars was as 
good 
as 
a 
hundred dollars today. We 
never 
could get into the kind of produc­ 
tion to make it pay. At a 
certain 
point, operating 
costs, 
per 
wolf 
trapped, 
increased 
to 
a 
point 


higher than the bounty. For that 
reason, bounty has 
not 
exterm i­ 
nated the wolf. 
Bounty has, however, 
controll­ 
ed or kept the wolves 
down 
to 
certain numbers. Where and when 
wolves increased, trappers picked 
off 
the 
surplus 
comparatively 
easily. In the last fifteen years or 
so, an annual 
take 
of 
some 
35 
wolves has kept the wolf popula­ 
tion leveled off. 
But 35 wolves, if left unmolest­ 
ed to multiply, could 
become 
a 
major menace to our wildlife. Past 
history records of old Indian ob­ 
servations prove that 
deer 
were 
not plentiful in 
Michigan 
before 
the whitemen reduced 
the 
wolf 
population. Even in the raw, wide 
days, wolves drew 
Nature’s 
bal­ 
ance out of kilter. Or, perhaps, it 
will be truer to say, that the wolf 
was one of the big factors in 
Na­ 
ture’s cycles of high and low wild­ 
life population 
trends, 
including 
the wolf himself. There cannot be 
a so-called balance in Nature, as 
all Nature operates in cycles.
